Whisky shops were 
closed until the mobs were disported; 
schools were dismissed by a proclama- 
tion from the mayor, and everything 
was done in a business-like manner. 
Officers saw the futility of any effort 
Uxqaell the crowd, so the la* was laid 
aside and tbe citizens took Into their 
own hands the beast and burned him 
at the staka. So .horrible was tk« 
crime that the punishment, ao severe. 
seemed to tbe people to be innnitesi- 
mally small in comparison.

Thursday last Henry Smith, a big and 
burly negro, picked up little Myrtle 
Vance, agedSX yean, near her father's, '

within the corporate limits. Then he 
murdered her, covered tb« body with 
leaves and brush, and ran away. 


Irhe cause of the crime waa tnat 


when Henry Vanc« was a deputy 
policeman in course of duty he wan 
culled to arrest Smith for being drank 
and disorderly. The negro was unruly 
nnd Vance was forced to use his club. 
The ne<fro swore vengeance and sev- 
eral times assaulted Vance. The fa- 
ther is almost prostrated with grief 
and the mother now lies at death's 
door, bnt she has lived to Bee the 
slayer of her innocent babe snffer'the 
most horrible death that could be con- 
ceived.

U considered the "utronj** or masculine 
half pf tbe month; the waning phone 
the "weak" er feminine half. Thedual- 
ity of tlie month U • distinction we 
have lost, o'.ring to the iiersaration of 
the lunar and solar yearn in tbe 
modern calendar, although we still 
preserve the "rmirrinjfe Idea" in our day 
of twenty-four hour*, which, in reality, 
consists of two dny* of twelve hours 
each—the day of light and the day of 
darkness. Eloquently and accurately, 
therefore, does the Bible say: "And the 
evening and the morning were the first 
day." 


The intimate connection which extste 


In the Chinese mind between the small- 
est and the largest fraction of time is 
illustrated by a philological a* well ns 
by a mathematical process. These same 
names compounded with the two terms 
ch'uh and chcng, make the twenty-four 
hours; nnd these again compounded 
with ten determinants produce just 
sixty names (and no more) for the years 
of the cycle. It is significant that as 
midnight is feminine, the day begins, 
as of necessity, with the wecond or fem- 
inine term of Tsze, the sign or month 
of Aquarius. 


The duality of fhe ycat is also sug- 


gested to the Chinese by tho fact that 
the twelve "sterns" or month names 
multiplied by the ten branches or uu- 
mernls make a hundred and twenty 
years. Bnt these must be "married;" 
therefore, on the theory, essentinlly 
Chinese, though occasionally reasserted 
in our midst, that man and wife are 
one,, they became the sixty years for 
which by philology there are provided 
just sixty names. 


Bofirdos the year extending from the 


beginning of the first to the end of the 
twelfth month,, the Chinese—as do the 
Jews—recognize a year extending from 
the beginning of the seventh, also la^st- 
ing a tivclvemonth. These two years 
are still recognized by custom—the 
twenty-fourth day of the sixth month, 
now St John's daji and tho twenty- 
fourth day of the twelfth month. 
Christnuis eve, being peculiarly solemn 
days of preparation for the incoming 
year. 


These pivots of time—these hinges of 


the two years—are still a conspicuous 
element in the Shinto worship, the old- 
est religion of Japan. Mr. ErnefitSalow 
makes the interesting statement that 
the priests of Ise purify the people nt 
the two annual festivals of the sixth 
month nnd twelfth month. These fes- 
tivals are called Oharal No Mutsuri. 
Pilgrimages nrr. made to the shrine o! 
Ise, where wands, or oharni, are pri> 
cured by every true belkiver. On arriv- 
ing home these symbols of growth arc 
placed in the l*ama oama, "shelf of tlie 
gods." ftlr. Satow adds that every six 
months these wands should be changetl 
for new ones, but that in practice the 
oharai are removed only once a year, 
perhaps less of ton.—Henry Burden Me- 
Dowcll, in Harper's Magazine.

CYCLING FOT\ CHILDREN. 


Grrat Cttre Should *£a Taken That 


Does Not Result from It. 


Dr. E. B. Turner, in considering tho 


question whether young children be- 
tween the ages, say, of six nnd twelve, 
should bo allowed to cycle, and if al- 
lowed how much they may indulge in 
the pastime without incurring the risk 
of injury, maintains that tho subject is 
one on which no man can pronounce 
dogmatically or lay down strict and in- 
variable rules concerning. What for 
one small boy or girl might bo merely 
healthy and beneficial exercise, for an- 
other might mean physical ruin. But 
while each case must bo judged on its 
merits, one fundamental principle must 
be clearly enunciated—namely, that no 
young child with any organic weakness, 
whether of heart, lungs, joints or nerv- 
ous system, should bp allowed to mount 
a machine under any circumstances 
whatever. 


Setting aside such natural disqualifi- 


cations, this exercise of cycling, properly 
regulated and adjusted to the capabilities 
of the individual, is unquestionably one 
of tho best forms of recreation that can 
be partaken of by children of both sexes 
at an early age. It develops the body, 
and tho self reliance and resource en- 
tailed by the management of a mncluiio 
tend to strengthen and enlarge the men- 
tal and intellectual faculties. 
A few 


simple precautions, however, snny insure 
good and avert evil results. As to the 
ago that a child should begin, for most 
children six is qxiite early, and even for 
some six is too early. Groat caro should 
be taken in choosing and fitting a ma- 
chine to a young rider. An old, ill fitting 
crock may produce deformity or disease. 


Two things that must be insisted on iu 


buying either a bicycle or a tricycle for 
a young rider are that the peak of tho 
saddle should bo two inches behind tho 
crank axle, and that tho handles should 
be so brought around and back that tho 
child can sit perfectly upright on tho 
machine. As to tho distance tho child 
may ride no absolute rulo can be laid 
down. Overexertiou must bo carefully 
guarded against, and a. sleepless night 
and a distaste for food is one of the indi- 
cations that the system is jioisoned by 
tho products of its own waste. 
It must 


be remembered that excessive speed is 
more injurious than excessive distance, 
and excessive hill climbing than either. 


The conclusion arrived at by Dr. Tur- 


ner is that a sound child, six years old, 
properly fitted with a uuicbiiie, and rid- 
ing in proper form and pobition, may 
cycle within the limits of moderation 
and derive benefit and suffer no harm 
from the exercise.— St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

As the courses arc 
served the knives and forks and spoons 
that have been used »re removed with 
the phite. Fish should be eaten with a 
silver fork, and if full of bones neexts 
the use of the knife as well. For sweet- 
breads, cutlets, roast '.beef, etc., the 
knifo is alno necessary, but for cro- 
quettes, rissoles, bondries a la Reine, 
timbales, and dishes of that class, the 
fork is required. 


When dessert is reached everything 


save the tnble-cloth and flornl decora- 
tions are removed. A dessertplute with 
a small silver spoon, a dessert spoon 
nnd fork, and sometimes a combination 
fork and spoon for iocs, is placed be- 
fore each guest.

on ttitt Mountain Top«. 


Is man essentially a social animal? Tlw 


scientists say so. But in tho mountains 
of California there are almost enough 
men who for years havo led a Hfo of ut- 
ter solitude to disprove tho generaliza- 
tion. These mountain hermits can be 
found scattered through the Sierras am! 
the coast range from one end of tho state 
to tho other. They are particularly nu- 
merous through this region, centering 
about tho Yosemit.o val'fcy and extend- 
ing far hack into tho high Sierras. Some 
of them were once guides in tho valley, 
others have been miners, and some 
again seem to have taken up the lil'c o) 
solitude simply because they like it. 


To this class belongs old P. It. Gibson 


—"Old Gib," as ho is generally called— 
who lives on a mountain ranch. Ho is 
seventy-five years old, but is possessed of 
as mnch"physical strength and endurance 
as tho average inau of half his age. He 
came thirty years ago from Tennessee, 
where lie left a, wife and 11 large family 
of children. One of his Kom came to set 
him recently and tried to induce him tc 
visit his former home, but "Old Gib'' 
steadfastly refused to leave Ms lit tit 
ranch and solitary cabin. Ho has nevei 
seen a railroad, and tho stage drivers 
from tho nearest station try their utmost 
to pcrsuiido him to go to town and a) 
least look at a train of cars. But his in- 
variable answer is: "Do you think I'm 
going down there to be blowcd up b.v 
one of them there blamed engines? No'l 
much!" 


Nearly all the men who live this life 


of solitude very long get a bit queer in 
the head, and "Old Gib" is no exception 
to the rule. lie has a rigmarole descrip- 
tion of himself which declares that he i= 
"tho Ix'st man in tho United States 01 
adjoining territories, either directly 01 
indirectly, financially, commercially", ec- 
clesiastically or unchurchified." The old 
man is a hard worker, and when ho i; 
not busy on his ranch ho is workina 
energetically making "shakes"—that isi 
clapboards split and sawed by hand from 
big pine trues. 


Old man Lambert, who has a cabin in 


the high Sierras some thirty miles back 
of tho Yosemite, is another of tho moun- 
tain hermits. Ho has neither ranch noi 
miuing claim, but lives by what he 
shoots and by an occasional few dollars 
earned from camping parties. Ho has 
lived alono in that same spot for year; 
and years, and will in all likelihood" stay 
there -until he dies. There are mouths 
at a timo that ho does not see anothei 
human being. A party of campers one 
summer found him making a huge stone, 
wall that seemed to have no purpose 
whatever. In surprise they asked him 
what he was piling up those stones for. 
" Why," ho said, " a man's got to dc 


something, up here alone, or he'll gc 
wrong, sure."—Cor.Augusta(Ga.) Chron- 
icle.

The mis- 
tress of the houso cooked for us, and for 
her trouble, her lire, her lamp, her beds, 
her houseroom, including even the ve^e- 
tables of her little garden which she ustifl 
for our soup, eacli of us gave her twelve 
pence halfpenny a month.
